Pegasus mounted some strong;

EGASUS looked a pale 
shadow of the famous Cup- 
fighting side of the past when 
they met Wycombe Wanderers 
in the semi-final of the Smith 
Memorial Cup competition at 
High Wycombe. 

But although their lack-lustre 
attack offered little serious threat 
to the competent home backs, a 
stubborn defence and some excel- 
lent goalkeeping by P. Jarvis held: 
the speedier Wycombe men well in| 
check until the last five minutes. 

The Pegasus team, largely experi- 
mental, achieved little cohesion. 
The Wycombe backs and nee 
covered so well that centre-forward! 
Jackson and wingers Alan and; 
David Smith were almost blotted 
out, and found themselves time 
and-again forced to pass back to 
their overworked wing halves 
Saunders and Vaughan. 

Only Flamm, a tremendous 
worker at inside left, ever looked | 
likely to score. 

For Wycombe newcomer Johnny 
Birch, 18-year-old right back, 
showed great promise in his_ first 
senior game, and Alistair Lewis 
shone in a new role at centre half. 

Wycombe improved. steadily as 
the game progressed, but after 
James had given them the lead in 
the 19th minute from a pass by 
Bates, thev battled without success 
against the dour defence of Turn- 
bull, Saxby, and Dougall. 

But they finally shattered 
Pegasus with two goals in the last 
three minutes from Blair and Bates.
